Is Eisenhower's 
Proposal Practical? 


Former President Eisenhower has come up 
with an extraordinary proposal. He suggests a 
Constitutional amendment providing that no 
man shall serve more than 12 years in Congress. 
If it's a good idea to limit Presidents to eight 
years, he indicates, w hy wouldn’t it also be good 
to limit Congressmen to 12? 
This is surprising, coming from him. Mr. 
Eisenhower has always questioned the wisdom 
of limiting the Presidential period to eight 
years. 
Such an amendment would, as Eisenhower 
paints it, curb “the unhappy spectacle of elderly 
Senators and Congressmen perpetuating them­ 
selves in powerful legislative positions, handling 
legislative matters of the utmost importance to 
the entire nation.” 
But not all the elderly chairmen he alludes 
to are incompetent; many of them are worth 
keeping. 
Age is no criterion of merit. 
The 
elders of the tribe include some senile dod­ 
derers, no doubt, but others among them are 
founts of experience and wisdom. And merely 
because a man is young is no guarantee that 
he has brains. 
The idea of limiting terms of office of 
elected officials — except of President — stems 
from the past. When this republic was founded 
and government was relatively simple, it was 
thought that good citizens could take time off 
from their own affairs for temporary goes at 
public service.

A Super-Yalta? 


Political patterns are like the Rorschach inkblot 
test—the interpreter reads his own hopes and fears 
into the sm udges and curlicues that he sees before him. 
Thus, when de Gaulle m aneuvers to keep Britain 
out of the European Common M arket and insists that 
France m ust have a nuclear striking force finder its 
own control, our policy m akers in W ashington fear 
for the future of our common w estern defense as rep­ 
resented by NATO. 
To certain Europeans, however, the international 
Rorschach inkblot yields quite a different set of fears. 
What they see is a United States that is bent on get­ 
ting all of the elem ents of international decision into 
its own hands. And they fear w hat might come out of 
it all is not an enhanced w estern alliance, but a super- 
Yalta accommodation with Khrushchev that would ren­ 
der w estern Europe powerless to fend for itself if an 
em ergency should ever m ake it necessary. 


Such an interpretation of^he diplomatic inkblot 
may be far-fetched, but the smudges and curlicues 
that encourage it are all there to be seen. What is 
not visible is the motivation of President Kennedy, 
which to many seems an enigma wrapped in a 
riddle inside a mystery. 


The w estern European's fears of a super-Yalta rise 
from the idea, which m ay be m istaken, that President 
Kennedy is wigwagging to Khrushchev certain signals 
that a “soft” accommodation from the United States 
is ultim ately possible. 
The first wigwagging signal, 
to this way of thinking, w as the denial to the British 
of the prom ised Skybolt air-to-ground missile. Although 
the denial w as coupled with the prom ise that Polaris 
m issiles would be m ade available as compensation for 
the lost Skybolts, the fact that Britain will have to 
build a fleet of Polaris-earrying subm arines from 
scratch lent an ominous air to the cancellation of the 
Skybolt program . 
It will be years before the British 
can have an effective m issile-carrying subm arine fleet. 
Certain interpreters have gathered from all this that 
Kennedy w as obliquely wigwagging to Khrushchev that 
he need not take an independently arm ed Britain into 
his calculations for many years to come. 
The second elem ent in the super-Yalta interpre­ 
tation of the diplomatic R orschach inkblot was the 
announcem ent that our own Jupiter land-based missiles 
w ere being rem oved from Turkey and Italy. 
Though 
the Administration 
insisted 
that 
the rem oval 
was 
strategically meaningless, inasmuch as the Jupiters 
would be replaced by Polaris subm arines kept “on the 
ready” in M editerranean w aters, the gesture, when 
coupled with the assertion that it had no connection 
with K hrushchev’s withdrawal of rockets from Cuba, 
seem ed like a confession of wholly voluntary “soft­ 
ness.” This implication was strengthened by the fact 
that the U.S. had not openly demanded a quid pro quo 
from the Soviets on Berlin in exchange for the re ­ 
moval of the Jupiters. W here we might have m ade a 
shrewd horse-trade, we apparently have abstained from 
taking a tough trading line out of consideration for 
K hrushchev's sensibilities. 


The third element in the super-Yalta interpre­ 
tation of the inkblot has been our failure to press 
for on-the-spot inspection of presumptive missile 
sites and storage caverns in Cuba. And a fourth 
element is the revival of atomic test-ban negotia­ 
tions in Washington, which, however desirable an 
atomic testing armistice may be, promises to run 
up against de Gaulle's program for testing his own 
arsenal of atomic weapons.

U.S. Needs More Realistic Appraisal Of Europe 


WASHINGTON 
Gen. de Gaulle seem s to have 
the knack of stirring the Am er­ 
ican governm ent to use to the full 
its considerable powers of self- 
delusion. In some policy-making 
quarters, for instance, the word 
is being officially passed that “we 
can outwait” the French P resi­ 
dent. 
If this m eans anything at all, it 
m ust m ean that President Ken­ 
nedy will be in the White House 
long after President de Gaulle has 
left the Elysee Palace for Colom- 
bey-les-deux Eglises or. just possi­ 
bly, Vahalla. The chances are, 
of course, just the other way 
round. 
The General is highly unlikely 
to oblige the State D epartm ent 
by dying. M orally, power m ay 
corrupt, but medically the rule is 
that 
all 
power 
preserves, 
and 
absolute power preserves abso­ 
lutely. With a firm , preservative 
hold on alm ost absolute power, 
and no constitutional am endm ent 
to set a term to his Presidency, 
de Gaulle is an excellent bet to 
outlast Kennedy in office. 
Worse still, the underestim ate 
of the terrible G eneral's d ura­ 
bility is only the least im portant 
of 
several 
underestim ates 
that 
now prevail here. The m ost im ­ 
portant is the persistent underes­ 
tim ate of the underlying strength 
of de Gaulle's position in Europe. 
To 
American 
policy-m akers, 
who keep fussing about “ world 
opinion” and are always longing 
to be liked, there is som ething 
im probable, alm ost inconceivable, 
about a strong position based on 
com plete readiness to 
be 
thor­ 
oughly disliked. And de G aulle's 
position is very strong indeed, 
precisely because he cares only 
about imposing his will, and not 
at all about being popular. 
He has the leverage to impose 
his will, in turn, because of the 
wide difference between the Gaul- 
list view of the European Com­ 
mon M arket and 
the 
G erm an, 
Italian, and Benelux 
view.

Within the de­ 
partm ent, program s are known by 
such letter combinations as VMD, 
NIMS, ABCD, POMSIP, BOMBOP 
and ZIP. 
An official of the Postal Clerks 
Union recently discussed some of 
these abbreviations. VMD stands 
for V ertical Mail Delivery pro­ 
gram . but. the official pointed out, 
this does not m ean that letter 
carriers walk on tnier hands. It 
refers to deliveries m ade to of­ 
fice buildings, apartm ent build­ 
ings and other tall, multi-occupied 
structures. 
NIMS m eans Nationwide Im ­ 
proved Mail Service, a plan to 
have large companies deposit their 
m ail at post offices early in the 


day. POMSIP is intended to im ­ 
prove working conditions among 
postal workers and is the succes­ 
sor to 
BOMBOP. hut 
no 
one 
seem s to rem em ber what the lat­ 
ter letters stood for. ZIP is the 
Post Office D epartm ent’s Zoning 
Im provem ent Plan. designed to 
obtain faster service with fewer 
employes.

source of their own prosperity, by 
flat, final, and absolute resistance 
to de Gaulle's strong will. 
These points need to be stress­ 
ed at this juncture, for two ob­ 
vious reasons. First of all, the ex­ 
isting mess in the Western Alli­ 
ance will he made im m easurably 
worse if the next steps taken by 
the American policy-makers are 
not based on a truer estim ate of 
de Gaulle's character, purposes, 
and strengths. 
Before any 
steps at all are 
taken, there should be a period 
of calm reassessm ent ot all the 
factors in the European situation.

But these 
adm irable qualities can too easily 
be negated it men and situations 
overseas are not realistically as­ 
sessed. 
Unrealistic 
assessm ents 
have now led to a staggering set­ 
back of American policy in E u r­ 
ope. and to the gravest crisis with­ 
in the Western Alliance since the 
end of the last war. 
One cause of this is mechanical. 
None of 
his 
predecessors 
has 
chosen better Am bassadors than 
President Kennedy. But none of 
his predecessors has so rarely 
asked his Am bassadors what the 
outlook was, what the reactions 
would be, in the countries to which 
he has sent them. 
Another cause of trouble, oddly 
enough, is that the Kennedy pol­ 
icy-m akers 
have 
an 
excessive 
faith in the rationality of m an­ 
kind. They believe that reasonable 
views, if clearly expounded, must 
trium ph in the end. But politics, 
alas, is rarely ruled by reason. 
Pride and prejudice, petty emo­ 
tion and short 
range 
interest, 
m ore often take control. Much 
m ore realism is needed, in fact, 
along with much greater sensitiv­ 
ity to local situations.

The last time I was in Berlin. I 
m ade the sam e tour 'as the one 
recently undertaken by Mr. Nikita 
Khrushchev. Identical. Our eyes 
have seen the sam e sights; our 
ears have heard the sam e sounds; 
is it possible that we have reached 
the sam e conclusions? 
In my case. I was in Berlin 
East making color motion pic­ 
tures. They are. I think, the last 
movies made there because, three 
days later, the Ulbricht Govern­ 
ment began to build a wall. In his 
case, he was the world's number 
one Communist making a tour of 
the 
Sportspalast, the 
Branden- 
burger Tor. the renam ed Stalin 
Alice and the Soviet Cemetery. 
Mr. K. is a peasant and often 
speaks in bucolic parables. He ss 
inclined, by birth and background, 
to see things as they are, not as 
people tell him they are. If so, 
after a long look at Berlin East, 
he is ripe for conversion. He may 
stop rattling his rockets and hop 
the wall. 
From Checkpoint Charlie, all 
along the border in the divided 
city, there are apartm ent houses 
on the east side with roofs open 
to the sky. They have been that 
way since May 1945. Three huge 
churches near the W ilhelm strasse 
are bombed out, the stone steps 
fused l ith heat, and grass grow­ 
ing out of the sanctuary. 
The form er Stalin Allee is the 
main street. It is a broad boule­ 
vard with huge Soviet-designed 
apartm ent 
houses. 
The 
facing 
stone is falling off. Billboards ad­ 
vertise departm ent store sales, 
but do not state which departm ent 
store. There are 1,300,000 people 
in Berlin E ast, hut they m ust be 
indoors. At no time have I seen 
m ore than six persons on the 
wide Allee. unless you want to 
count legless war veterans. They 
propel them selves in baby car­ 
riages. 
The Adion Hotel is a lawn. The 
servants quarters still stand, hut 
it isn't pretty. 
The 
Reichstag 
stands like a burned out college 
building in No M an's land. The 
W arsaw Cafe sells nice w ines and 
cookies and m arm alade, but the 
diners never speak above a whis­ 
per. 
Nobody smiles, unless he is paid 
to do it. School children must 
work 
Saturdays 
in 
factories. 
Prices are low. but wages are 
lower. The cowards cater to the 
Ulbricht government. 
They sell 
their souls to 
Communism 
for 
bread, and sell their neighbors to 
the Peoples Court for favors. 
That nam e “Stalin Allee” must 
grate on Mr. K's nerves. The fact 
that Ulbricht is an old and sick 
Stalinist m ust fatigue Mr. K The 
fact that K's smile evokes noth­ 
ing but apathy in the faces of the 
people must hurt. 
You tell a 
slave he's free, and he waves his 
chains. 
Mr. K looks across Checkpoint 
Charlie with the unrepaired ruins 
behind him. and he waves at the 
well-fed. well-dressed west Ber­ 
liners across the wall. 
Behind 
them are brand new buildings, 


new churches, no rubble and plen­ 
ty of shops full of television sets 
and groceries 
and 
m eats, 
and 
fam ilies in their own cars. He 
must realize that the prisoners 
have built a wall to prevent their 
own escape to happiness. 
He's no fool. When they took 
him to the Soviet Cem etery, he 
must have admired, as I did, the 
huge granite statue 
of 
Mother 
Russia bowed in grief over the 
loss of her sons. But, when he saw 
the white m arble shafts flanking 
each group of regim ental graves, 
with words uttered and inscribed 
by Stalin, he must have withered 
a little. 
They 
took 
him. 
a 
fat 
little 
E aster Egg in a dark suit, up to 
the 
Soviet 
Monument 
in 
the 
cem etery. There, in black m arble, 
a gigantic Russian soldier stands 
with a rifle in one hand and a 
baby in the other. The message is 
plain. But when he learned that 
the local Russian 
com m andant 
had buried 23 Soviet soldiers un­ 
der that statue, standing at a t­ 
tention with 
fixed 
bayonets. I 
wonder if he rubbed a tired hand 
across his forehead and thought 
that all generals 
are 
maudlin 
m aniacs. 
He m ade a big address at the 
Sportspalast and Ulbricht round­ 
ed up all the Berlin E ast yes men. 
But across the street is a heroic 
statue of Josef Stalin, staring at 
the convention hall. Ulbricht re­ 
moved the name but 
left 
the 
statue. After all. he loved the 
man w ho adm its he killed 3,000,000 
Russians before he dream ed ot, 
killing Germans. 
Inside, 
delegates 
from 
the 
world of Communism listened to 
Nikita Khrushchev, who was ad­ 
dressing China instead of Ger­ 
many. This brought on a riot of 
denunciation by the Chinese, who 
refused to shut up 
even 
when 
their microphones had been cut. 
They didn't even give K. a for­ 
tune cookie. 
He and I saw the sam e places, 
the sam e faces, heard the sam e 
sounds. He saw 
half 
a nation 
stand to attention in tatters as he 
smiled and waved his arm s. He 
has nothing to give them. His peo­ 
ple too are hungry. Mr. K. is 
wise. He listened to the cheers 
of the ideological idiots as he sat. 
What did he really think0 
Mr. K. said “Who needs West 
B erlin?” 
Need it? 
He's afraid 
to let the East Germans see it. . .

1962 As Best In

Tho West Virginia Chamber of 
Commerce reported Thursday that 
1962 wound up as the best year 
in the state's economic history 
despite a slump during December 
Only seven of the chamber s 22

He had been ill for about 
a year following a stroke 
“Old Os'." as he liked to be 
called, made baseball history as 
a big winner in the minors and 
then a manager who lost control 
of his team in the majors. 
He piloted the rampant New­ 
ark Bears of 1937—a eollection of 
budding New York Yankees — to 
the International League pennant 
by a margin of 25’ 2 games. 
But 
then came a three - year 
tenure at Cleveland which explod­ 
ed in 1940 when a delegation of 
players went to club owner Alva 
Bradley and complained about the 
way Vitt handled them. 
The revolt had begun in 1939 and 
continued into the next campaign 
when the Tribe lost the pennant 
to Detroit by one game.
